Under the federal laud bank system 
the act provides for federal lanf 
banks which make loans, for the flrsj 
12 months, exclusively through loctu 
national farra loan associations com­ 
posed of borrowers. Thwe assoeia 
tiona shall be shareholders in th| 
banks and In that way the members 
who are the borrowers, will share iu 
the profits of the bank. The money 
for the loons is to come partly from 
the cdpltfil of the banks uod partly 
from the sale By the banks of bonds 
secured by first mortgages on farm 
lands. The ac t defines strictly the 
purposes for, und the conditions un­ 
der, which loens are to be made, and 
requires that the rate of interesl 
charged, shall not exceed 6 per cent 
per annum.

In the event 
that a local loan association is not 
formed In any locality within a year, 
the Federal Farm Loan board may au­ 
thorize a federal land bank to make 
loans on farm land through approved 
agents.

Interest Rate Restricted. 
No federal land bank is permitted, 
to charge more than 6 per cent per 
annum on its farm mortgage loans, 
and in no case shall the Interest 
charged on farm mortgages exceed by 
more than 1 per cent the rate paid 
on the last issue of bonds. 
For example, if the bank pays only 
4 per cent on un issue of bonds, it 
cannot charge more than 5 per cent 
for the next farm loans it makes. 
Out of this margin of pot to exceed
